FARMS AGAIN.

To the Editor of tho Eagle.
A moment's consideration will show

how unjust it is to attempt to cast the
blame for these mortgages on the Re-

publican party. Following the panic of
1S73 the prices of nearly all farm pro-

duce was low until 1S79; the grasshopper
scourge occurred also during those years,
and of course, the Kansas farmers made
but little during thoso years.

In 1879 the prices came up, then there
were several splendid crops and for sev-ei- al

years our farmers did well. They
paid off their mortgages, they improved
their farms and tho outlook was hopeful.
But after the Grant-War- d failure in
ISSi tho bottom dropped out of
prices, although tho crops
that year wero heavy the
were sold at a low figure and
netted the farmers little or nothing.
Since '84 there have been drouths (?),
chinch bugs, web worms, etc., so that
there has been at least a partial failure
in Kansas as in other states these four
years now and not only that, tho prices
of nearly all farm products have been
very low. so that what surplus the farm-
ers had brought them very little.

Under these circumstances what
could tho farmers do ? By tho closest
economy, owing to the failure of crop3
and low prices they could not make the
ends meet. Thoy had to live, so they
were compelled, many of them, to mort-
gage their farms. This is a plain, un-
varnished statement of the case, What
then had the Republican party to do
with the matter or any other party.

CHTV1NGTON AND SAND CREEK.

At Home, Happy Hollow, Kan. )

October, 18S8. f
To tho Editor of the Easle.

Not very long ago I was at a neigh-
bor's and always being of a disposition
to see and to know all that was going
on I picked up a newspaper printed in
Wichita. When nearly the first word I
seen distinctly was CoL Chivington and
massacre, (being one of the pet Iambs I
understood was up). Now the writer
has only told one side of the story and
makes it look very plausible to the read-
ing part of the community that know
nothing of the other side that his side is
right. It has been about twenty-fou- r
years since the Sand creek fight and I may
not be able to give our side just exactly
as it was in every particular, but I will
try and not esagerate in coloring. Black
Kettle was in command of the Cheyennes
at Sand creek, and perhaps a month be-
fore the fight occurred he dug rifle pits
and sent a chalenge to the commander
at r ore Lyon to come out and light him,
a distance of about forty miles. Win-koo-p,

I think he was in command at
Fort Lyon, a major of the(pet lambs)Colo-rad- o

First, sent word to Denver to Col.
Chivington that Black Kettle wasat Sand
creek spoiling for fight, and wanted him
to come out to light him. Winkoop, or
the major in cammand at Fort Lyon,
had only about 200 men all told in his
command; some of that number were
out on a scout, others guarding the mail
and some would have to guard the Fort,
so he had but a few men that he could
take. Chivington had, I think, two
companies of the First and took nearly
all the colored Third, commanded by
Col. Shoup.

Now tho way Col. Chivington man-
aged to come on the (theiving) hunting
party by surprise "was this: The dis-
tance from Denver to Fort Lyon was
two hundred and fifty miles. Col.
Chivington started from Denver
and traveled on easy marches to
Bent's old fort, about forty-fiv- e miles
from Ft, Lyon, camped there one night;
uau stopped the stage botn ways and all
messengers; allowed no man to leave
the command that was trayeling. From
Bent's Fort to Fort Lyon was a forced
march, getting there "by 10 a. m. tho
same day. His first order, not a man to
touch a drop of liquor that day. Second
order, to prepare three days cooked ra-
tions right away, and at sundown start
for Sand creek with all tho men that
could be spared from the fort: got to
Sand creek just at coming daylight next
morning, but not early enough to catch
the Indians napping. A brother of
Georgo Bent, or some ono from Fort
Lyon got there just as tho troops did, or
before, and gave the alarm and they got
away with the most ot their stock, but
we got I think about sixty head of horses,
mostly Indian ponies. The squaws and
pappooses fought as hard a3 the men
and as venomous as they could.

The writer in the paper alluded to
intimates that the Indians wero surprised
and at a disadvantage. How was it with
the Hungate family; did tho Indians
send them word they were coming? Nay,
verily; but came on them in cold blood
and murdered them and scalped them,
some of them twice. Seven or eight
Indians and only three whites, a man,
his wife, and I think a little daughter.
This was in June or July before the
Sand creek fight, only a few miles out
from Denver, perhaps twelve or fifteen
miles, where they were living on a ranch.

I have said perhaps, enough for ono
time. I intimated that this was a thiev-
ing pack of Indians; I will give my rea-
sons for so saying in another article.

IT
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THE TEMPERANCE PARTY.
The Prohibitionists Shown to Have

Steadily Hindered the Prohibition
Cause.

Prof. J. T. Duffild, D. D., of Princeton,
asks the question "Ought temperance
men to vote with the third party?" in the
last Independent, and answers it in the
negative. He savs:

"Whether a Prohibition party is the
only way to secure prohibitory legisla-
tion is not a question of theory, to be de
cided by reasoning; it is a simple ques-
tion of fact, to be decided by reference
to tho record.

"The Prohibition party was organized
in 1869. Prior to 1869 a prohibitory law-ha- d

been enacted in Maine, New Hamo-shir- e,

Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode
Island, Connecticut, New York, Dela
ware, Unio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan,
Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska and Kansas

that is, in sixteen states. My author-
ity for this statement is, "The World
Almanac," for 18S7. In some of
these states the law was de-
clared unconstitutional, in others
it was subsepuently repealed, in others
modified by local option amendment, in
others it remains in force to the present
day. Now, in view of these facts, what
becomes of your conclusion based on the
assumption that there can be no prohibi-
tory legislation except by a Prohibition
party?

"Further, since the organization of the
Prohibition party local option prohibi-
tory laws have been enacted in New
Jersey, Maryland, Virginia, North Caro-
lina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi,
Louisiana, Texas, Tennessee, Kentucky,
Arkansas and Missouri fifteen states.
How much, or rather how little,the Pro-
hibition party had to do in securing this
legislation in indicated by the fact that
in the states mentioned, in 1SS4, out of a
total vote of 2,105,524, tho Prohibition
candidate for the presidency received
21,578 votes that is, ono vote out of
every 150. Again I ask, in view of these
facts, what becomes of the conclusion
based on the assumption that there can
be no prohibitory legislation except by a
political party specially organized for
that purpose?

"In Maine, Kansas and Iowa prohibi-
tion has been adopted by decided major-
ities. And yet in 1884, out of a total
vote in these states of 771,219, the Pro-
hibition candidate for the presidency re-
ceived just 8,596 votes that is, 1 vote
out of 90. Supposing prohibition adopt-
ed in these states by a bare majority, tho
Prohibition candidate received but one
vote out of every 45 pronounced prolii-bitionist- s.

"The question as to the expediency of
a Prohibition party has also, as it seems
to me. been settled by the test of experi-
ment.

"The party has been in existence for
nearly twenty years. Prohibitory laws
have been passed in thirty-on- e of the
thirty-eig- states of the union. In no
single instance has this prohibitory legis-
lation been due to the Prohibition party.
In most cases these laws have been
passed by legislators elected in spite of
the opposition at the ballot box of rum
sellers and party Prohibitionists. So far
as I am informed, not a single vote for a
prohibitory law has ever been cast by a
legislator elected by tho Prohibition
party. The only effect of the party as a
factor in politics, in the northern states,
has been to draw off votes from the party
to which we are mainly indebted for pro-
hibitory legislation and thus occasionally
elect the candidates of the party avow-
edly opposed to prohibitory legislation.
The Prohibition party, therefore, is rather
a hindrance than a help to the cause of
Prohibition."

PRESIDING ELDERS IN POLITICS.

Tho Northwestern reports the follow-
ing words of Bishop Goodsell as ho was
about to read tho appointments at the
Northwest Iowa Conference. They are
worthy of universal consideration and
acceptance: "There is a matter of which
I feel I must speak. It is known to you
all that our honored friend and brother,
Wilmot "Whitfield, has thought it his
duty as a Christian to accept a nomina-
tion from a political party. No man
doubts his integrity, his honesty, his
Christian character. He has my fullest
confidence, and for the sake of the work
I shall return him to his district. But I
wish to say that the Methodist Episcopal
church, as a church, knows nothing
about party, nor does its administration
applaud or punish men for their political
affiliations. To do so would bo to make
Christ's kingdom a worldly kingdom.
Every man, lay or clerical, in
the Methodist Episcopal church is
at full liberty to belong to finy party
in which he thinko hi can best honor
God and the state in his personal capac-
ity. Our pastors and presiding elders
are at full liberty to believe in and advo-
cate the principles of their party, not in
the pulpit, but in private conversation,
and, governed by the law of christian
expediency, on tho platform. But no
pastor or presiding elder ought, in my
judgment, to complicate his relation by
being the candidate of any political
party whatever. Not because he has
lost his rights as an individual bv becom
ing a minister, but because ho embar-
rasses and entangles by his candidacy
his work as a shepherd of .Jesus Christ.
I cannot and do not approve of the po-
litical candidacy of my beloved and hon-
ored and trusted brother, "Wilmot "Whit-
field. But as he has my full confidence,
I return him to this district without bur-
den of advice or pressure as to his polit-
ical position from me, in the hopo that
ho will find some honorable way to ad-
just his political candidacy to his duties
as a presiding elder."
